
No suspects in 
bank robbery

It is something that has never happened in Didsbury before, and 
the fear that it created, makes the RCMP and the bank hope it will 
never happen again. 

Employees of the Mountain View Credit Union on Main Street 
had been going about their daily business when suddenly a customer 
came through the doors. It was seconds later that the man, wearing 
a black balaclava announced, "This is a robbery!" 

"There were no firearms or weapons produced or mentioned," says 
Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Ron Platz. 

Still, the tellers v ere frightened enough to hand over the contents 
of two tills. 

The robber took $4619 and left the bank. Platz says nothing other 
than cash was taken from the premises. 

The man, described as 5 foot, 10 inches and about 165 pounds, 
jumped into a truck, where a second suspect awaited him, and they 
fled town. 

The truck they were driving, a new model black Ford Ranger pick 
up truck with flared rear wheel wells, was spotted by only one 
witness. According to police the witness was almost in an accident 
with the speeding truck and went to police. 

The truck headed west of Didsbury on Highway 582. 

The tellers at the bank told the police that they estimated that the 
crooks were in and out of the building with the cash in less than a 
minute. The staff of the bank called police as soon as the culprits left 
the building. 

Platz says that although the robbery took place during broad 
daylight at about 3:15 p.m., no other witnesses have come forward to 
this point. 

There is no description of the man inside the getaway vehicle. 

Platz says, "We have no suspects to date although there are several 
leads we are pursuing." 

Police don't believe the suspects to be from the Didsbury area, but 
rather people who came in off the highway somewhere. 

Mountain View Credit Union management declined to comment 
on the robbery.

The cost of a new RCMP detachment may still loom

Moving the Didsbupr RCMP 
into the town office is only a 
temporary solution according 
to RCMP property manage¬ 
ment. They have said they 
would like to see a new detach¬ 
ment built in a maximum of 
five years. 

However, town chief admin¬ 
istrative officer, Evan Parlia¬ 
ment says "would like,” are the 
key words. He says it would 
only make sense that the RCMP 
property management division 


would like to see the best case 
scenario for the officers in the 
Didsbury detachment, however 
it is not possible according to 
Parliament. 

According to certain guide¬ 
lines created by the RCMP 
property division, the ideal 
amount of space for the number 
of officers and equipment in 
Didsbury would be 6000 square 
feet. 

They are currently residing 
a building that is 2400 square 
feet. And the proposed town 


office movement would provide 
the detachment with 4800 
square feet. 

The manager in charge of 
real property section of the 
RCMP, Bruce McMullan said, 
"Our position is that the exist¬ 
ing town office facility with 
renovations would do for us for 
about 5 years." 

The Town of Didsbury has 
proposed moving the local de¬ 
tachment into town office and 
moving town office into the 
building attached to the court 


house. 

The town is responsible to 
provide accommodation for the 
local police force which is pro¬ 
vided by the RCMP. The cur¬ 
rent building is much too small 
and does not have enough space 
to accommodate the three cells, 
an interview room, and a hold¬ 
ing room necessary according 
to provincial guidelines. 

The current facility has only 
one cell for prisoners. Local 
RCMP have said that it was not 
so much of a problem until the 
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regional courthouse was moved 
to Didsbury, which requires ac¬ 
cused criminals to stay in the 
Didsbury cells. At present, 
males, females and juveniles, 
who must be kept separate, are 
all having to be held for their 
court date by using offices, back 
rooms or in one situation, hand¬ 
cuffing a prisoner to a radar 
camera in the general office 
area. ...continued

"But that does not 
include the $7,000 still outstand¬ 
ing from BRZ owners, some of 
which dates back as far as three 
or four years. There would be 
approximately $8,200 if we were 
to collect all the money that was 
owing to this account." 

Parliament continued to say 
the money owing is considered a 
debt to the municipality (as p>er 
the initial agreement) meaning 
that if the cash doesn't come in 
the total sum is added to the tax 
roll.

Didsbury Town Council is 
deciding to grin and bear cur¬ 
rent county recreation fund¬ 
ing at least for this year. 

"I think what we need to do 
now is look at the future and 
do our best to improve the 
situation then," says Mayor 
Ray Lea referring to the steady 
decrease in grant dollars be¬ 
ing allocated to Didsbury over 
the past three years. 

Each year the county con¬ 
tributes towards the net oper¬ 
ating costs of recreational pro¬ 
grams and recreation facili¬ 
ties in urban centres that are 
available to rural residents. 

In a study outlining the 
funding allocations for the 
past few years, Didsbury is 
noted as having a rural popu¬ 
lation of 2,393 and an urban 
one of 3,553. 

The report assumes 1991 


maintain it. But, the Lion's hard 
work paid off. They were able to 
raise locally almost $43,000 and 
the Wildrose Grant program 
put up a matching grant of 
$28,850. 

Now the Lion's have enough 
to run the bus for many years. 

Ray Herrick, the Lion in 
charge of the bus, said at the 
cheque presentation Thursday, 
"We're more than pleased that 
the Wildrose Grants came 
through. Without that contri¬ 
bution it (the bus) would have 
been a long time coming." There 
has been no set date yet of when 
the bus will be purchased. 

The Didsbury Lion's Club 
received one of the biggest 
grants in Central Alberta 
awarded from the Wildrose 
Foundation. 

The Foundation is given $6.6 
million out of the lottery funds 
annually to put towards initia¬ 
tives of volunteer organizations 
in the province.

According to the report the 
formula (based on a per capita 
millrate calculation was de¬ 
veloped after discussion) with 
rural recreation boards and 
urban councils. 

What it translates to for 
Didsbury is a 1998 grant of 
$48,767 down from $54,189 in 
1997 and $65,033 in 1994. 

In comparison Olds will re¬ 
ceive $60,038 in 1998. Sundre, 
$49,797; Carstairs, $38,627 
and Cremona, $34,929. 

Undistributed funds will be 
put into a recreation reserve. 

Councillor Dorothy Moore 
moved that the recreation 
funding study for communi¬ 
ties in Mountain View County 
be accepted for information 
only.

Customers eyes will light up 
when they realize that unlike 
many things, the cost of electric¬ 
ity wall actually be declining.

Brule says there are many 
factors that have played into 
making the decrease possible, 
including the buoyant economy 
in Alberta, recommendations 
from the AEUB in 1996 review¬ 
ing fees, and the company's re¬ 
structuring. 

"We’ve been implementing defi¬ 
nite improvements and we have 
been able to offer it back to our 
customers," he says. 

The AEUB has not yet ap¬ 
proved the decrease in rates, but 
Brule said it could be anywhere 
up to 15% depending on the class 
of customer (commercial, farm, 
residential). 

An official announcement and 
notification of customers will be 
implemented once the new rates 
are approved.

TransAlta is saying "lights 
out” to their office in Olds this 
summer. 

Paul Brule, area manager for 
TransAlta confirmed that the 
company has decided it will 
change the way it serves the 
Olds/Didsbury area customers. 
Instead of having the outlet in 
Olds, there will be a call centre 
with a toll free line in Calgaiy. 
That will also be the central 
brain of dispatching when there 
are problems in the Olds/Dids¬ 
bury area. 

Brule explains that instead 
of the TransAlta linesmen us¬ 
ing the Olds office as an activity 
and information centre, they 
will be equipped with cellular 
phones and computers in their 
trucks. 

"It really reduces the need for 
an office because every lineman 
will have a mobile office in his 
truck," says Brule. He says he 
even expects the mobile offices 
will help to reduce response 
times because it eliminates i 
the need to keeping check- A 
ing in at the office.

How¬ 
ever, Brule assures, those em¬ 
ployees not only knew about the 
closure last summer, but also 
were offered first grabs at jobs 
in the call centre. 

"We are doing our best to 
look after them," he says. 

As far as bill payments are 
concerned, Brule says TransAlta 
is simply trying to make it easier 
and not more difficult for the 
customer to be able to pay their 
bills. He says the company is 
encouraging customers to use 
banking machines, automatic 
withdrawal, and mailed pay¬ 
ments, which he says the major¬ 
ity of the customers already use. 

'We do realize there is a per¬ 
centage who pay at the office 
and they will be affected by 
these changes," admits Brule. 
He says the company has taken 
measures that those who want 
persona] one-on-one services will 
be able to have it. In Olds there 
will be an agent, the Olds Value 
Drug Mart, who will take pay¬ 
ments on TransAlta’s behalf.

have a guess. Drivers are careless. 

I-I Each year, after the first snow 

fall, it never ceases to amaze me how 
drivers begin to act like they have never seen the white stuff 
before. 

I’m just as guilty as the next person. In fact, on my way home 
from Calgary this weekend I started out driving very cau¬ 
tiously. However by the time I had come to the Crossfield 
overpass I glanced down at my speedometer and realized I was 
going 125 kilometres per hour. I hardly ever do that in the best 
driving conditions (Realjy, I swear I don't Sgt. Platz). 

Here I had been leaving Calgary cursing the "idiots" who 
were cruising past me despite the obvious danger of black ice 
and surprise patches of snow. Then only a few minutes later I 
had become the "idiot," probably being cursed by the people I 
was passing. 

Just let me provide a few examples of the carelessness I've 
seen on the roads this last little while. 

During the week before Christmas, I had the pleasure of 
driving through the very first snow that fell this year. In fact, 

1 was on the roads so early the graders hadn't even begun their 
work. So I drove, averaging about 60 kilometres on Highway 

2 and arrived at my destination safely. It was on the way back 
to Didsbury that I saw my life flash before my eyes. An eighteen 
wheeler who wasn't happy with the 100 kilometres an hour I 
was going decided to pass me. That's fair. But, what he didn't 
think of was that the early morning snowfall had turned into 
slush by this point. When he passed, he blew so much mud and 
slush on my windshield I was blinded going around a curve and 
almost went into the ditch, luckily I didn't and was able to come 
to a stop and clear my windshield. Had I gone into the ditch, 
this careless truck driver wouldn't have even noticed that he 
had caused me great harm as he sped away at probably 130 
kilometres an hour. It scared the daylights out of me, and I was 
even more cautious for the rest of my trip. 

We’ve been lucky this winter and have not had to deal with 
too many days of bad roads. Let's be thankful for that. But, let's 
not forget that sometimes they are treacherous and we need to 
be careful. Despite how skilled at winter driving we may think 
we are, Old Man Winter can throw a few surprises in our path 
and I hope that it doesn't result in someone getting hurt.

On Jan. 8, Premier Klein de¬ 
livered his fifth annual televised 
address to Albertans, and an¬ 
nounced a three-year plan for 
reinvestment and debt repay¬ 
ment. I'd like to share some 
thoughts with you. 

Over the past four years, we've 
built a solid foundation for the 
next generation together. Thanks 
to your hard work, the Alberta 
Advantage is much stronger to¬ 
day. This year's budget surplus 
should be $2 billion, and there's 
renewed prosperity across Al¬ 
berta. 

But we still have work to do. 
Our net debt should be elimi¬ 
nated by 2000 or 2001, but that 
will still leave a debt of $14 bil¬ 
lion. Although this debt is sup¬ 
ported by assets like the Herit¬

Q. Who is responsible for the 
snow and ice removal on the 
sidewalk in front of my house? 

A. As property owners or oc¬ 
cupants we are responsible to 
take reasonable measures to 
make the portion of the public 
sidewalk fronting or flanking 
our properties safe for pedestri¬ 
ans. (As per Town of Didsbury 
By-law no. 1037.) 

Q. At what temperature do 


ice melters stop working? 

A. Generally, ice melters will 
effectively continue to melt ice 
and snow down to temperatures 
as low as -18 degrees. 

Q. What type of ice melter 
should be used on new con¬ 
crete? 

A. None! No ice melter 
should be used on newly poured 
concrete. Applying ice melter to 
concrete less than 12 months old 
(even when properly prepared) 
may cause permanent scaling to 
the surface of the concrete. Ap¬ 
plying ice melter to damaged or 
cracked concrete may also re¬ 
sult in further damage due to 
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the thaw and re-freeze cycles. 
Using clean sand for traction 
is an alternative in these situa¬ 
tions. 

Q. What type of concrete has 
the best resistance to scaling? 

A. To prevent scaling the use 
of air-entrained concrete is a 
must. Under severe exposures 
(such as our Alberta climate) air 
contents of six to seven per cent 
in freshly mixed concrete is rec¬ 
ommended by the National 
Ready Mixed Concrete Associa¬ 
tion and is specified by the Town 
of Didsbury on all new sidewalk 
installations. 
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costs us more than $1 billion a 
year in interest payments. You're 
telling us to stay fiscally respon¬ 
sible, and we have heard you. 

Economic growth generates 
more activity and attracts more 
people to our province.

in need; and increase support for 
research. 

Incresed funding for family 
and social services of $70 mil¬ 
lion, or more than 5 %, to handle 
growing caseloads in child welfare 
and handicapped children's serv¬ 
ices; and to fund women's shelters 
and Family and Community Sup¬ 


port Services. 

Incresed funding in health care 
and transportation 

Reinvestment is important. 
But out government will never 
return to simply throwing money 
at problems. Well keep search¬ 
ing for new and better ways of 
doing things. Under our new 
plan, we will use the first $1 
billion of any surplus to pay 
down debt; the next $250 million 
for one-time capital expenditures 
in priority areas; and any addi¬ 
tional surlpus to repay debt. For 
example, this year, we will invest 
$250 million of our budget sur¬ 
plus for one-time capital expendi¬ 
tures in education, advanced edu¬ 
cation, health and transporta¬ 
tion. We have targetted a further 
$2 billion towards our net debt 
by 2000-2001 depending on en¬ 
ergy prices.

Clarification on large vehicle safety discussions 


Dear Editor, 

I am writing in response to a 
letter form Alan Holt, President 
of the Wild Rose Agricultural Pro¬ 
ducers. 

In his letter, Mr. Holt alleges 
Alberta Transportation and Utili¬ 
ties is attempting to hide behind 
the guise of safety by proposing 
regulatory changes that affect all 
farm truck-trailer units over 
24,300 kg gross vehicle weight 
(GVW). Mr. Holt calls this an “ag¬ 
gressive tax grab.” 

Alberta law requires that all 
regulations undergo regular re¬ 
view, every five years. When any 
regulation is reviewed, we essen¬ 
tially ask three questions: should 
this regulation remain as it is; 
should this regulation be changed; 
is this regulation still needed? 

I want to clarify the discussions 
that are taking place on large farm 
vehicle safety. We are not propos¬ 
ing any changes, we are simply 
asking for input. 

The Highway Traffic Act and 
Motor Transport Act are part of 
this year's review, and the discus¬ 
sion paper has been sent to indi¬ 
viduals and agricultural and ru¬ 
ral organizations asking how ve¬ 
hicles in excess of24,300 kg GVW 
should be handled when it comes 
to safety issues. 

This is indeed a safety issue, 
and all of the farmers and 
truckers we have heard from 
agree that safety is the real is¬ 
sue. With the increased number 
of large farm vehicles on high¬ 
ways travelling greater dis¬ 
tances, we are all concerned 
about ensuring the safety of 
every Albertan who uses our 
highway system. 

We are not looking at subject¬ 
ing any farm vehicle that are not 


"for hire" commercial carriers to 
any chances regarding license 
plates. We are only looking at 
when and how those large farm 
vehicles should undergo periodic 
safety inspections. All farm ve¬ 
hicles are already subject to ran¬ 
dom, roadside inspections and 
this will continue. 

I want to reassure farmers 
and others that they will have a 
say and be heard before any fi¬ 
nal changes are considered re¬ 
garding the safe operation of 


large farm vehicles on Alberta's 
highway system.

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NILA worries about RHA #5 gets more money In 
"unique" wording Minister's announcement

Area constituents disagree 
with the wording in the Calgary 
Declaration concerning Canada's 
unity. 

Richard Marz, MLA for Olds/ 
Didsbury/Three Hills reports that 
the majority of phone calls and 
letters he received regarding the 
declaration are not in support of 
the "The Unique identity of Que¬ 
bec" stated in one clause of the 
document being circulated for 
Canadians review over the past 
months. 

"Sixty three per cent of my 
constituents expressed major 
concerns about the 'unique 
clause,'" says Marz. 

That is why he spoke against 
the declaration in the legisla¬ 
ture. He told his fellow members 
that he had read all of the re¬ 
sponses given to him by the area. 

He told the legislature, "Al¬ 
though the comments received 
were as diverse as our great coun¬ 
try, it soon became evident that 
there were common concerns 
being expressed." 

Marz explained that he saw 
that although most were in favor 
of the overall framework for 
discussion on national unity (71% 
of respondents), many more than 
half had concerns regarding the 
uniqueness clause. 

Marz told the house that he 
would not support the Calgary 
Declaration until he had assur¬ 
ances from the Premier that the 
concerns would not be overlooked 


and ignored when the Premier's 
discussions started across 
Canada. 

"...Our country can not exist 
in harmony with such distinc¬ 
tions any more than a family can 
exist in harmony by singling out 
and identifying a favorite child," 
he said in the legislature. 

Last week Marz told the Re¬ 
view that he felt the Premier had 
offered that assurance in his 
speech to the legislature during 
debate. 

Marz said after he felt com¬ 
fortable with the assurances from 
Premier Ralph Klien, he agreed 
to vote in favor of the motion. 

He says that this is only a 
small step toward any constitu¬ 
tional reform, and he is prepared 
for the time when the question 
might come to Albertans in the 
form of a referendum. (It is cur¬ 
rently the law in Alberta to bring 
any constitutional reform to ref¬ 
erendum.) 

"I will likely have some public 
meetings at the time," says Marz. 

Before even that can take 
place, the declaration is being 
taken to discussions with Pre¬ 
miers across the country who 
may choose to use all or part of 
the Calgary Declaration as a ba¬ 
sis for changes to the Constitu¬ 
tion. 

Marz explains that even if 
Albertans were to say "no" to the 
question, there are another 10 
provinces whose vote would also 
count. 


News release from RHA5 

Health Authority 5 was ad¬ 
vised this morning of funding 
for the 1998/99 fiscal period. 

Based on provincial alloca¬ 
tions of $69.4 million, HA5 will 
receive $400,000 which amounts 
to a 1.2% increase over 1997.98 
base funding. This figure is well 
below our current requirements 
- our commitments to labour 
contracts alone effective April 
1, 1998, will cost the region in 


the neighbourhood of 3.1%. 

The challenge now is for us 
to re-align our spending based 
on identified priorities. It is fair 
to say that based on this fund¬ 
ing announcement there will be 
no enhancements to current pro¬ 
grams or implementation of new 
initiatives. The key will be 
whether or not we will be able to 
continue offering existing pro¬ 
grams in all locations. 

A one-time allocation of $40 


million was also provided to 
RHA's, which is earmarked for 
equipment replacement and en¬ 
suring that medical equipment 
is year-2000 compliant. Of these 
total dollars, HA5 will receive 
$555,299. 

The Board of Health Author¬ 
ity 5 will be considering the 
implications of this announce¬ 
ment and further discussions 
will no doubt be requested with 
government. 


RCMP notes 

Railway vandalism culprits sought 

Over the past number of months, Canadian Pacific Railway and the 
Olds RCMP have been investigating several occurrences of vandalism 
to the CPR railways and its adjoining property in the Town of Olds and 
district. 

Most recently, on Tuesday, Dec. 16, 1997 at around 12:30 p.m. a large steel beam was placed 
on the railway in the Town of Olds in such a matter that could have had drastic consequences. 
This beam caused the sensors' crossing gate arms to have a delayed reaction. In other words 
the crossing arms were effected so that the arms would not come down in time to allow the safe 
passage of the train at these crossings and would have caused the train to collide with traffic 
on Hwy. #27, the 50th St. crossing or the 54th St. crossing. 

The Olds RCMP and the CPR Police Service are seeking the assistance of the general public 
in reporting anyone observed to be placing any kind of object on the Railway tracks. This is 
a very serious offence that could result in extremely disastrous consequences, bearing in mind 
the types of hazardous material carried both on the railways and our highways intersecting at 
these crossings. 

You can call the CPR toll free number at 1-800-551-2553 to report this type of activity directly 
to CPR, or you can also call Crimestoppers at 1-800-222-8477 or the local RCMP at 556-3323. 
You do not have to reveal your identity and you may qualify for a cash reward. By calling now 
you will help to prevent a serious disaster from occurring in our area.

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Unwanted junk mail, a preventable hassle 



Take a few simple 
steps to stop toe 
flow otjunk

Some people accept it as the 
norm. They go to the post office 
and expect to spend a few min¬ 
utes sifting through their mail. 

They sort out the letters, 
bills and other personal mail, 
leaving the flyers, and other 
junk mail for the garbage man 
to come clean up. 

But it doesn't have to be this 
way. 

It is possible to stop receiv¬ 
ing unsolicited admail from ever 
arriving at your post office box, 
and it isn't a long complicated 
process either. 

A customer service repre¬ 
sentative at Canada Post said 
that stopping the flow of junk 
mail is as easy as writing a 
note. 

"A lot of people don’t want 
admail," she said. "And all you 
have to do is write your box 
number on a piece of paper and 
write below it ’No junk mail'." 

If you live on a rural route 
the respresentat’ve said all you 
have to do is tape the note on 
the inside of your box so that 
next time the postal employees 
opened it they could see that 
you no longer wanted junk mail 
to fill up your box. 

If you pick up your mail at 
the Post Office, present a note 
at the counter and the postal 
employee will accomodate your 
request. 

And she said it is not that big 
of a deal. 

"You won't upset anyone at 
the post office if you ask not to 
receive admail." 

And you wouldn't be the only 
person in Didsbury to do so. 

Chris Meyer, the Postmas¬ 
ter at the Didsbury Post Office, 
says that a large number of 
Didsburians are already stem¬ 
ming the flow of unnecessary 
paper waste to .

In 1995 the Alberta Weekly 
Newspaper Association con¬ 
ducted a survey of 100,000 
Albertans on their thoughts on 
junk mail. 

Dennis Merrell the Execu¬ 
tive Director of the Alberta 


Weekly Newspaper Association 
said, 

"What surprised us the most 
about this survey was the fact 
that very few people chose flyers 
as a preferred source for gro¬ 
cery advertising, despite the fact 
that grocery manufacturers and 
retailers invest heavily in that 
form of promotion." 

Merrell said he believes the 
growing number of people who 
do not want to receive admail 
reflects a growing resistance to 
what is perceived as an overuse 
of this form of advertising. 

"People, particularly, those 
in centres where there isn't mail 
delivery, are becoming convinced 
that a lot of flyers are wasted 
and therefore costly to the envi¬ 
ronment." 

This would be apparent on 
any trip to the post office on a 
heavy mail day, as garbage cans 
and boxes overflow with junk 
mail.

Common Ground: Youth 
Justice Resource Program 


Common Ground:

A government Pilot known 
as the Youth Justice resource 
Program was introduced to Re¬ 
gion 5 early in November of 
1997 and is currently underway. 
The program proposes to pro¬ 
vide a resource for Youth Jus¬ 
tice Committees and communi¬ 
ties in Region 5. While funding 
is supplied from the Office of the 
Commissioner of Services for 
Children and Families, the pro¬ 
gram will be administered 
through the Wild Rose Economic 
Development Corporation. Exist¬ 
ence of this program demon¬ 
strates a commitment on behalf 
of the Region 5 Children and 
Family Services Steering Com¬ 
mittee to provide early inter¬ 
vention services to the Region 
and ties in with the current 
redesign of service delivery for 
children and families. The rede¬ 
sign is paving the way for the 
formation of Regional Child and 
Family Services Authorities. 
Through partnerships with the 
Alberta government and com¬ 
munity boards and agencies, 
these authorities will oversee 
the delivery of service to chil¬ 
dren and families in their Re¬ 
gion of Alberta. 

With a mandate to "empower 
the community to address their 
youth issues by creating initia¬ 
tives to reduce youth recidivism 


and to prevent youth offend¬ 
ing." The Youth Justice Resource 
(YJR) Program is committed to 
establish a network of partner¬ 
ships in the communities of Re¬ 
gion 5. Initially, the program is 
designed to serve the districts of 
Strathmore, Hanna, Didsbury, 
Acme and Drumheller (all of 
which are currently operating a 
Youth Justice Committee). The 
program seeks to partner with 
such agencies as local RCMP, 
Youth Justice Committees, Pro¬ 
bation, schools, youth church 
groups, as well as local busi¬ 
nesses. Prior to the set up of 
this program, resources did not 
exist, or the time frame to ac¬ 
cess them was simply out of 
scope for the three months each 
Youth Justice Committee has to 
complete its contract with young 
offenders. 

YJR chairman Robin Johnson 
welcomes Regional Resource 
Workers Deb Taylor and Chris 
Bannerholt, and Family Coun¬ 
sellor Kimberly Morritt to the 
program. Deb comes to the 
project after completion of a 
criminology degree and brings 
with her an impressive back¬ 
ground, including family vio¬ 
lence research and working with 
disadvantaged youth. 

Bannerhold joins YJR upon com¬ 
pletion of a criminology diploma, 
in addition to a psychology de¬ 
gree, and brings ample justice 
related experience with him, in¬ 


cluding sexual assault and in¬ 
tervention trainings. 

Family Counsellor Morritt 
will be a definite asset to the 
program with a Master degree 
in Marriage and Family 
Therapy. Morritt has worked 
with youth in a number of set¬ 
tings concerning many issues. 
All three program workers look 
forward to the challenge of or¬ 
ganizing and integrating a new 
program. 

Programming has com¬ 
menced and has taken the forms 
of mentoring, school presenta¬ 
tions on effects and conse¬ 
quences of offending behavior, 
recreation activities, anger man¬ 
agement workshops, court 
preparation and family counsel¬ 
ling services. In addition, a Busi¬ 
ness Partnership Project is be¬ 
ing set up that will offer employ¬ 
ment placements and life skills 
to at-risk youth. 

Overall, the Youth Justice 
Resource Program represents a 
valuable investment in our esti¬ 
mated 14,000 Region 5 youths 
and their families. By interven¬ 
ing early, there is huge poten¬ 
tial for substantial savings later, 
in the costs of crime, repeat of¬ 
fending, mental health problems 
and school failures. The YJR is 
an early intervention project that 
represents an opportunity for 
the community to be involved in 
creating initiatives to deal their 
youth issues.

An easy New Year’s 
resolution to keep 


New Year's resolutions like 
losing weight, getting into 
shape or quitting smoking are 
often hard to keep because they 
usually require so much effort 
to maintain. 

But, becoming a better driver 
is one New Year's resolution 
that’s easy to make and keep. 

“Most people think they are 
good drivers but there’s always 
something you can improve 
on,” says Sherri Thorsen of the 
Alberta Traffic Safety Initiative. 

“Through our habits and the 
risks we take, we’re all part of 
Alberta’s traffic safety problem, 
whether we like it or not, and 
we all have a part to play in 
improving it.” 

You can start small by being 
more courteous to other motor¬ 
ists and begin to build from 
there. Some traffic safety tips 
to help you become a better 
driver in the New Year include: 


* When stopped at a stop 
sign, count to at least three be¬ 
fore proceeding. 

* Maintain a safe following 
distance, two car lengths or two 
seconds on good road surfaces- 
four on bad. 

* Slow down in bad weather, 
at night, and when driving on 
poorly lit roadways. 

* Don’t cut in and out of traf¬ 
fic. Change lanes and pass only 
when it’s safe. 

* Obey all stop, yield and 
merge signs. 

* Keep your stereo at moder¬ 
ate levels - sometimes drivers 
hear problems before seeing 
them. Distractions don’t help 
your concentration. 

* Always be alert and keep 
your eyes on the road. Avoid 
nonessential activities like eat¬ 
ing or personal grooming while 
driving. 

* And remember, lights on 


for safety. 

And if your getting a little 
rusty on the rules of the road, 
refresh your memory by read¬ 
ing through the “Basic Licence 
Driver’s Handbook”. Hand¬ 
books are available, free of 
charge at any Alberta Registry 
office. 

“All drivers could probably 
benefit from periodically re¬ 
reading their driver’s handbook 
and then evaluating their own 
driving skills,” says Thorsen. 

So as you start thinking 
about 1998 and how you are 
going to be a better person - 
think about becoming a bet¬ 
ter driver. It’s one New Year's 
resolution that won’t take too 
much time or effort and the 
rewards far outweigh the 
work you have to put into it. 
Traffic safety is the responsi¬ 
bility of each of us - be part of 
the solution in 1998.

Studies have shown that indi¬ 
viduals who have received a 
head injury have an increased 
chance of developing Alzheimer 
Disease than those who have 
not had an injury, Some adults 
with Down Syndrome undergo 
a deterioration similar to the 
symptoms of Alzheimer Dis¬ 
ease. 

The connection between 
Alzheimer Disease and alu¬ 
minium is still under debate in 
the scientific community. 

Scientists are currently ex¬ 
ploring the relationship be¬ 
tween estrogen and Alzheimer 
Disease. Some studies have 
shown that post-menopausal 
women who take estrogen have 
a decreased risk of developing 
the disease. In general, scien¬ 
tists today believe that 
Alzheimer Disease is caused 
by several factors. Regardless 
of cause, unfortunately some 
relatives do not seek medical 
help and do not accept the dis¬ 
ease related loss of self respon¬ 
sibility in the affected person, 
but leave the person alone with 
behaviour impairments. Help 
should be obtained for both 
the ill person and the caregiver. 


January, 1998 has been de¬ 
clared by the Alzheimer Soci¬ 
ety of Canada to be Alzheimer 
Awareness Month. Didsbury 
town council passed a motion 
at their last meeting to offi¬ 
cially make the declaration for 
Didsbury. It is a time to alert 
the public as to the risks and 
signs of the disease and to 
report the progress of re¬ 
searchers in Canada and 
throughout the world. For 
many diseases, particularly in¬ 
fectious ones, it is possible to 
show a very specific cause. 

For example, a virus is known 
to be the cause of measles. 

However, for chronic disor¬ 
ders (long-lasting conditions), 
there is still much about the 
causes that are unknown. In 
their search for answers, sci¬ 
entists look for factors which 
appear to have some effect on 
the development of the dis¬ 
ease. There are risk factors 
whose presence is associated 
with an increased chance that 
the disease will develop. For 
Alzheimer Disease today, age 
and family history have been 
established throughout the 
world as two factors. Several 
studies have shown that those 
who have received higher edu¬ 
cation have a lower risk of

A community that helps 

It was a tough Christmas 
for a lot of people in our com¬ 
munity, and Marion Hemming 
is one who should know. 

Hemming, the Didsbury co¬ 
ordinator for the Mountain 
View Food Bank says that 
many people are generous and 
donate money to the needy 
during the holiday season, it is 
afterwards that she and many 
others at the Food Bank are 
worried about.

Lifeline 

At 2:30 in 
the morning, 
on Oct. 7, 

Ernie Fisher 
fell and 

broke his 
hip. He 

quickly 
pressed the 
Lifeline but¬ 
ton hung 
around his 
neck. His 
son, Don, was at his rescue in 15 minutes. 

Lifeline is a personal response system in Dids¬ 
bury that links people who are alone to 24-hour 
emergency assistance. At the push of a button, 
help is on the way for people in trouble. 

"If it hadn't been for Lifeline, I'd have been a 
goner," says Fisher. 

His son Don is just as grateful. 

"Thanks to Lifeline we celebrated Dad's 93rd 
birthday and Christmas. He's doing well," said 
Don. 

He also sends a great thanks to all of the many 
volunteers of Lifeline. 

One of these volunteers is Shirley Thompson. 

Thompson says that the system can be used by 
senior citizens, people in danger and anyone 
who's disabled. 

She says that about 42 people in the area 
subscribe to the $18 per month service. 

Lifeline is a non-profit organization and the 
monthly fees go towards the dispatch equipment, 
which costs $1,100 per machine. 

"It offers security, safety and quick medical 
attention to people in need," says Thompson. 

She also says that the service allows people to 
live at home who would otherwise have to be 
hospitalized. 

"If it wasn't for the volunteers, this system 
wouldn't be operating in Didsbury," she said. 




Helpings hands 

In a small town like Didsbury, the local police have a lot 
of responsibility for a wide area, and it can be tough to stretch 
the manpower to fill all of the holes. 

But, people like Lindsay Gray make their job just a little 
bit easier when they volunteer to become auxiliary consta¬ 
bles. In other words, a helping hand to the area police. 

Gray, a resident of Calgary, says he has researched getting 
involved in the program. 

"I like to get involved with the community," he says. He 
sees things happening and he decided to "quit complaining 
about them and get involved." 

Although Didsbury is not his home, he explains that there 
is little room in the big cities to get this kind of opportunity, 
therefore he stretched his arm just a little bit and ended up 
inquiring about the Didsbury detachment. 

Coincidentally, when Gray phoned to inquire about the 
possibilities in town, he realized he was talking to the Sgt. 
Ron Platz, who had been the sergeant in his hometown when 
he was growing up. 

Auxiliary constables have all the same power as a regular 
police officer, except that they are not permitted to wear a 
firearm. They go through extensive training and a back¬ 
ground check before being permitted into the program. 

Didsbury currently has a total of five auxiliary constables. 

"Five for this area is marvellous," says Superintendent 
Doug McClay from the Red Deer Subdivision who attended 
the swearing in ceremony. 


The show goes on 

The curtain is about to rise on a new production for 
Theatre Didsbury.

* Buckle up. Seatbelts cut 
fatalities by 60 to 70 percent 
and reduce serious injury by al¬ 
most 50 percent.

When you’re 
behind the wheel your number 
one priority should be how well 
you’re driving. 

* Don’t drive drowsy and 
don’t drink and drive. 

If your habits could stand 
some improvement under per¬ 
fect conditions, they’ll be even 
more dangerous if you are im¬ 
paired in any way. 

Habits are the things we do, 
over and over again, sometimes 
without a lot of thought. 

We turn without signaling 
because no one else is around. 
Do it often enough, and it can 
become a habit. 

“Some bad habits are simply 
a nuisance,” says Thorsen. 
“But bad habits on the road are 
a danger to you and everyone 
else.” 


How many times have you 
cursed the car that cut in front 
of you at a high speed? Or made 
an illegal turn? Or didn’t sig¬ 
nal a lane change? 

When we’re behind the 
wheel, it’s easy to recognize the 
mistakes other drivers make. 
And easy to identify the dangers 
they create. But how often do 
most of us stop and assess our 
own? 

Most collisions are caused by 
driver errors says Sherri 
Thorsen of Alberta Transporta¬ 
tion and Utilities. And that 
means many collisions can be 
prevented if people take a look 
at some of their own driving 
habits. 

Habits are hard to break. But 
it only takes one careless mis¬ 
take on the road to cause trou¬ 
ble or even tragedy. 

That’s why it pays to know 
and follow the rules of the road, 
be courteous to other drivers, 
and apply a little common sense 
when you’re behind the wheel. 

For example: 

* Always be aware of what’s 
in front of you. Don’t follow too 
close to the vehicle ahead - main¬ 
tain a two-second gap under 
normal driving conditions. Also 
keep an eye on what’s happen¬ 
ing 12 to 15 seconds down the 
road in the city and about 25 
seconds down the road in rural 
areas. Being prepared for the 
unexpected is a great habit to 
get into. 

* One third of all collisions 
occur where vehicles meet - at 
intersections. So watch care¬ 
fully for other vehicles, pedes¬ 
trians, and obey all traffic signs. 

* Check your rear and 
sideview mirrors regularly. 
Know what’s going on around 
you. 

* If someone’s following too 
close, let them pass if possible. 

* If you’re driving slower 
than the traffic flow on a high¬ 
way, drive in the right lane. 

* Signal your intent to turn 
or change lanes. 

* Always shoulder check be¬ 
fore changing lanes. 

* In poor weather or road 
conditions, slow down. It’s bet¬ 
ter to explain why you were late 
than to not get there at all.

Olds College off 
to latin America 
with Team Canada 


Dr. Rob Turner, president 
of Olds College, leaves for 
Mexico on Friday as part of 
the Team Canada mission to 
Latin America. 

Mexico is the first of four 
countries to be visited by 
Turner and the Canadian del¬ 
egation. Then it is off to Bra¬ 
zil, Argentina and Chile be¬ 
fore resuming to Canada on 
Jan. 23. 

“Olds College is a recog¬ 
nized internationals leader in 
agricultural and horticul¬ 
tural education.” says Turner 
“We already have well-estab¬ 
lished educational ties and 
projects with Mexico and Chile 
and exchange programs with 
those countries This trip gives 
me the opportunity to improve 
those connections and seek 
new initiatives in Brazil and 
Argentina.” 

Turner will travel with 
Prime Minister Jean Chretien 
and Alberta Premier Ralph 
Klein as part of Team Canada. 
However, together with the 
University of Alberta and 
Grant MacEwan College in Ed¬ 
monton, Olds College will also 
be part of an academic Team 
Alberta on the trip. Turner, 
who lead the formation of the 
Alberta Centre for Interna¬ 
tional Education last year, sees 


the Latin America tour as an 
opportunity to promote all 
Alberta post-secondary educa¬ 
tional facilities, as well as Olds 
College. The Alberta Centre 
for international Education, 
located in Edmonton, pro¬ 
motes international student 
and staff recruitment and ex¬ 
changes around the world. 

Turner says, “There is 
huge potential for securing 
contracts exchanging exper¬ 
tise and bringing in students 
from Latin American coun¬ 
tries. Many students are seek¬ 
ing technical skills still una¬ 
vailable in their homeland and 
thousands of Latin American 
students already study 
abroad, especially in the 
United States.” 

He adds, “Olds College has 
an international reputation 
for education excellence and 
ongoing agricultural educa¬ 
tion projects in Russia, 
Kazakhstan, China and Viet¬ 
nam and well as Mexico and 
Chile.

Cash strategies for the farm 


The importance of monitor¬ 
ing production is acknowledged 
by farmers and business people 
in other industries. However, it’s 
also important to keep a close eye 
on the financial health of your 
farm operation. Cash flow is per¬ 
haps the single most important 
consideration, because it affects 
both the day-to-day operation 
and the long-term sustainability 
of your farm. 

The following six areas im¬ 
pact cash flow and are important 
to remember when reviewing 
your financial situation: 

1) Ratios-Financial ratios in¬ 
dicate how good your potential 
cash flow is. The two most com¬ 
monly used ratios are current 
ratio and debt-to-asset ratio. 

The current ratio measures 
the ability of the farm to meet its 
current loan payment obligations 
at any given time. It is defined as 
Current Assets (what you own) 
divided by Current Liabilities 
(what you owe). A 1.5:1 ratio or 
greater is ideal as this means 
that for every dollar you owe, 
you own $1.50 and therefore you 
should be able to pay off your 
debt. A ratio of 1:1 or less means 
that you owe at least as much as 
you own and you may not be able 
to pay off your debt. 

The debt-to-asset ratio gives 
an indication of solvency. A busi¬ 
ness is considered insolvent when 
there are not sufficient assets to 
pay ofT debts if the business shuts 
down. A ratio greater than 1:1 
means that debt is higher than 
assets-a red flag. A low debt-to- 
asset ratio is a sign of good finan¬ 
cial health. 

2) Matching Debt to Asset 
Life-The general theory of this 


approach is that short-term as¬ 
sets; i.e. crop inputs, should be 
financed with current debt (debt 
due and payable within a 12- 
month period such as oprerating 
loans and credit cards); medium- 
term assets (equipment, quota, 
cattle) should be financed with 
intermediate-term debt (up to a 
maximum of 10 years): and long¬ 
term assets (land, buildings) 
should be financed with long¬ 
term debt (over 10 years). 

A good example of a mismatch 
in debt to asset life is using short¬ 
term money to finance long-term 
assets such as buildings. This 
might lead to a cash flow short¬ 
age as the short-term debt is due 
before the long-term asset begins 
to pay for itself. 

3) High-Cost Credit-Using 
high-cost credit such as trade 
credit from suppliers, credit 
cards, overdrafts and others can 
be expensive and really squeeze 
your cash flow. It's a good idea to 
check the interest rate carefully 
and to pay off these accounts as 
quickly as possible. 

4) Structure Loan Payments 
to Match Cash Flow-It is impor-

For 
example, dairy farms often pay 
monthly, while cattle producers 
usually make semi-annual or an¬ 
nual payments. Not matching 
debt repayment to production 
cycles can deplete cash reserves 
in order to meet debt require¬ 
ments. 

5) Restructing of Debt-If you 
believe there are mismatches in 
your financial structure, it could 
be time to discuss debt restruc¬ 
turing options with your credi¬ 
tor. The new structure should 
tailor your payments to match 
your production cycle and cash 
flow. 

6) Management Tools-Today, 
with access to computers and 
farm software, producers can eas¬ 
ily manipulate large amounts of 
data and work on "what if sce¬ 
narios. Keeping current on in¬ 
dustry developments to recog¬ 
nize the impact of change on the 
industry is also good manage¬ 
ment. A good example is the for¬ 
mation of the Western Milk Pool 
and Total Production Quota for 
the dairy industry.

Revenue Canada reported to¬ 
day that Vernon Blaine Smith 
and Cathy Lorraine Smith of 
Innisfail, Alberta, pleaded guilty 
in Provincial Court in Red Deer 
and were each fined $2,000. 
Vernon pleaded guilty to ob¬ 
taining a tax refund to which he 
was not entitled, and Cathy 
pleaded guilty to tax evasion. 

Vernon operated a goat farm¬ 
ing business known as Just 
Country Nubians. He obtained 
a Goods and Services Tax (GST) 
refund of $3,308 by using ficti¬ 
tious expense invoices from vari¬ 
ous suppliers. The fictitious in¬ 
voices totalling $50,000 were 
used by Cathy who did the book¬ 
keeping for Just Country 
Nubians, to substantiate the 
increased GST refund. 

People who deliberately evade 
taxes, fraudulently claim re¬ 
funds, or fail to make the proper 
remittances force honest Cana¬ 
dians to pay more than their 
fair share. Canadians have to be 
confident that the tax system is 
fair, and know that Revenue 
Canada will prosecute those who 
cheat. 

Revenue Canada will chal¬ 
lenge noncompliance with tax 
laws. However, individuals who 
have not filed returns for previ¬ 
ous years, who have not re¬ 
ported all their income, or who 
have claimed fraudulent refunds 
can still voluntarily correct their 
tax affairs. The Department will 
not penalize or prosecute them 
if they make a full disclosure 
before the Department starts 
any action or investigation 
against them. These individu¬ 
als will only have to pay taxes 
owing, plus interest.
